Armistice is Amended

PARIS, Saturday, Dec. 14.— 
The complete texts of the 
amendments to the German ar- 
mistice which were signed this 
morning in Marshal Foch’s rail- 
way train at Treves follow: _ 

“First—The duration of the 


treaty of armistice concluded on 


November 11 is prolonged one 
month, until the 17th day of 
January, 1919, at 5 o'clock in 
in the morning. This extension 
of a month will be extended un- 
til the conclusion of. prelimina- 
ries to peace, subject to the con- 
sent of the Allied govern- 
ments. 

“Second — The execution of 
the conditions of the agreement 
of November 11 such as are not 
completely fulfilled will be fol- 
lowed and completed in the pe- 
riod of extension of the armi- 
stice after regulations fixed by 
the International Armistice 
Committee, according to in- 
structions of the Allied high 
command. 

“Third —- The following con- 
ditions will be added to the 
agreement of November 11: 
‘The Allied high command re- 
serves the right to begin mean- 
while if it thinks it wise, in or- 
der to assure new guarantees, 
to occupy the neutral zone on 
the right bank of the Rhine to 
the north of the bridgehead of 
Cologne up to the Dutch fron- 
tier. This occupation will be 
announced by the Allied high 
command by giving six days’ 
notice.’

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—The Middle 
West's economic readjustment from 
a war to a peace basis will be rela- 
tively simple compared with that of

Re- 
ports from large employers indi- 
cate that virtually ail returning sol- 
diers will be given their old jobs and 
in Chicago little difficulty is expect- 
ed in absorbing the excess volume 


of labor. 

Many Eastern States manufactur- 
ers went into the munitions business 
on a large scale in 1914, receiving 
heavy orders from the Allies. New 
Plants were erected and old ones con- 
verted. Asa result, when the United 
States entered the war the eastern 
firms were prepared, and, during the 
first year, received 85 per cent. of 
the government war contracts, offi- 
ciale of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce said. 

They added that after the east- 
ern concerns Were loaded to capacity 
the government turned to the Mid- 
die Weet for assistance. Chicago 
manufacturers, with few exceptions, 
did not expend iarge sums in new 
plants and machinery to carry out 
war orders. In a majority of in- 
stances they continued their regular 
lines on & minimum production ba- 
sis and made a side line of the gov- 
ernment work by putting on an ad- 
ditional force of labor and working 
day and night.. 

Because of this policy most of the 
Chicago firme found it comparative- 
ly easy to readjust business affairs, 
in Many cases the change being ac- 
complished in a few days with the 
same organization and labor forces.

WASHINGTON, 15.-——-Con- 
gress tomorow begins the third week 
of its new session with the usual 
pre-holiday congestion of: legisla- 
tion. The Senate will resume Work 
on the most important sections of 
the War Revenue Bill, while appro- 
priation measures will occupy most 
of the time of the House. At the 
same time, committees of both 
houses will be unusually active wit 
hearings and investigations. . 

The moot question of government 
control or area of utilities is 
pressing to the ront in both 
branches of Congress, but few lead- 
ers expect definite legisiation on the 
subject at this session. The Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee will 
meet Thursday to consider proced- 
ure with railroad legisiation, includ- 
ing Director-General McAdoo’s rec- 
ommeindation for extension of gov- 
ernment control to January 1, 1924. 
Investigation of the railroad situa- 
tion probably after the holidays and 
by the existing Senate and House 
committees generally is expected. 

Hearings on Secretary Daniele’s 
bill for permanent government own- 
ership of radip lines will be resumed 
next Tuesday by the House Mer- 
chant Marine Committee, which will 
hear opposition arguments from the 
Marconi and other interests. The ad. 
tuinistration measure proposing per- 
manent government ownership of 
telegraph, telephone and cable lines 
probably will not be considered by 
the House committee until after the 
holidays. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa, Repub- 
lican, plans to call up early in the 
week his resolution providing for a 
Senate committee to go to Paris for 
the Peace Conference, while on 
Wednesday the Foreign Relations 
Committee may take up the resolu- 
tion of Senator Knox of Pennsylva- 
nia, Republican, proposing that the 
question of a league of nations and 
freedom of the seas be postponed »b» 
the Peace Conference.

DESIGNATING AMERICAN 
EGYPTIAN.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.——-The nu- 
merical of grading instituted by the 
Bureau of Markets imghe new stand- 
ards for the Pima cotton is ex- 


plained in a statement by, the bu- 
reau. 

The grades of official cotton stand- 
ards for American Egyptian cotton 
now established are practically the 
same as the ones which have been 
formerly known and used under the 
names of fancy, extra, choice, stand- 
ard and medium, but which were 
made of the Yuma variety of cotton. 
The present ones are similar In de 
so far as color, frost stain and for- 
eign matter in the way of leaf, etc., 
are concerned, the only appreciable 
difference being in the lighter color 
which obtains in the Pima variety. 

In the official cotton standards for 
American Egyption 
bers have heen substituted for grade 
numbers as follows: No. 1 for fancy, 
No. 2 for extra, No. 8 for choice, No. 
4 for standard, No. 5 for medium. 

Furthermore, American Egyptian 
cotton which in grade is better than 
any tWo adjoining grades represent- 
ed by types in the standards will be 
designated by the grade number of 
the higher grade, followed by “%.” 
For instance, should a bale be half 
way between grades 1 and 2 it will 
be known as grade 1%, between 
grades 2 and 3. it will be known as 
grade 2%. and so on. 

The length of staple wil] be desig- 
nated by the term which expresses 
its measurement in inches and frac- 
tions Of an inch, disregardin any 
fraction which is less than a thirty- 
second. Formerly the lengths of 
staple of American Egyptian cot- 
ton, Pima variety, have been known 
as staple No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3.

Millions Would not Tempt 
Yanks to Repeat Battle.

Queer Experiences of West-

SOMEWHERE IN BELGIUM— 
Receiving two bullet holes through 
his helmet, and another through his 
canteen without suffering injury, 
Was the experience of Maj. J. W. 
Sutphen in the Argonne fight. 

Maj. Sutphen formerly was ad- 
vertising manager for the Willys- 
Overland company in Los Angeles, 
and a captain: before going Into 
that engagement. Since then he has 
been accorded his majority. 

“I wouldn't take a million dollars 
for my experience,” declared Maj. 
Sutphen, during a campfire chat 
following our final drive in Bel- 
gkium, “and I wouldn’t go through 
it again for a million. Duty alone 
would, could induce me to live over 
those hours again, and take the same 
chances. I think it is the same way 
with every officer and enlisted man. 
It it Was a case of duty and honor 
there is not one who would not wil- 
lingly plunge back into the inferno, 
but no amount of money could 
tempt them, which shows there are 
some things an American prizes 
more than wealth.” 
ANGUS PRAISED. 


There can be no more sincere or 
deserved praise for an officer than 
that coming from his own men. I 
listened while a greup of husky Mon- 
tanans related the exploits of Lieut. 
Howard Angus. This onetime mild, 
meditating youth, who wrote foot- 
ball dope for The Times, had enough 
experience in that battle to make 
him a veteran, and has developed a 
fighting face that would make Von 
Hindenburg run for his life. 
Lieut. Angus went through both 
phases of the offensive, which gave 
him twelve days and thirteen nights 
of hard fighting. When his captain 
was wounded he took charge of the 
company, and later reorganized a 
battalion which had lost its officers 
in the charge at Gesnes. Five times 
during the engagement he went over 
the top at the head of his men. 

His company was part of the bat- 
talion which was ordered to capture 
Gesnes regardiess of the cost. To 
do so it was necessary for the men 
to charge up the hill under a shower 
of shrapnel and high explosives, 
through clouds of gas and _ with 
scores of machine guns spitting 
death down the slope at them. And 
they did as ordered — charged 
through this curtain of concussion 
and won the city. 
When they emerged from this 
cloud of projectiles, Germans on a 
hill 1000 yards away stood trans- 
fixed with amazement. To them it 
was unbelievable that men lived

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Lansing, Secretary of State, in in- 
dorsing the Armenian-Syrian relief 
drive for $30,000,000, said: “The 
work which the American Commit- 
tee for Armenian and Syrian Relief 
has been doing in Western Asia has 
probably been the largest single fac- 
tor in keeping alive the many thous- 
ands of deported women and chil- 
drn of the subject races of Turkey. 
and its present program of relief 
and rehabilitation is worthy of the 
fullest possible support.’’

Lieut. Angus on September 30 by his 
extreme bravery and excellent ex- 
ample to his company so inspired 
the members of it that it stuck to- 
gether and gained all its objectives. 
He was the only officer left with 
the company at the time, all the 
others having been killed or 
wounded.”’

CHINA’S NEW WRITING. 


System of Phonetic Spelling Adopted 
is Expected to Reduce 
Tiliteracy. 


{RY A. P NIGHT WIRF.} 
NEW HAVEN (Ct.) Dee. 15.— 
China has adopted a system of 
phonetic writing which is expected 
to revolutionize elementary educa- 
tion of that nation and reduce exist- 
ing illiteracy, it was announced here 
by Edwin C. Lobensteins, who has 
been in conference with the Yale-in- 


China home office. 

The system, invented by the Chi- 
nese themselves and approved by 
the government board of education 
at Peking, consist. of only thirty- 
nine symbols. Any sound in the 
language can be represented by com- 
bining two or, at the most, three of 
these symbols, and experiments 
made with hundreds of individuals 
have conclusively shown that an 
adult illiterate man or woman can 
learn to read by the use of a system 
of this kind in three Gr four weeks. 
It now is being taught tn all the 
government higher normal schools 
in the country. 

In connection with the announce- 
ment, it is pointed out that, as nine- 
tenths of the Chinese are illiterate. 
the republican government cannot 
expect to succeed until] the masses 
are informed of events through the 
reading of books and newspapers.

RELAXED OCTOBER 11. 


SUBMARINES THEN ORDERED 
TO ATTACK WARSHIPS 
ONLY, IS REPORT. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 27 (By mall to 
New York, Dec. 15.)—The first re- 
laxation of Germany’s submarine 
warfare came on October 11, when 
submersibles operating off the coast 
of the United States were ordered 
to leave that area.

the exigencies of war. The instinct of 
the American people, I believe, can be 
trusted to thwart the insidious plans 
of these enemies of liberty who, if 
given their way, would not stop short 
of a tyranny which, whatever name it

The very fact that the patronage of the 
railroads means so much in deciding next 
year’s elections offers convincing proof 
that a republican form of government is 
Bot proof against the Prusslanizing infiu- 
ence of state socialism. 

But there is an equal danger to be avoid- 
ed in going to the other extreme of return- 


ing the roads to private management un- 


der conditions and restrictions that make 
economical management impossible. Gov- 
ernment contro] of public utilities Ia nec- 
essary for the protection of the individual 
against a tendency to rapacity on the part 


like individuals, must occasionally be bound 
over to keep the peace. But excessive gov- 
ernment control defeats its own aims. 
Both President Wilson and Mr. McAdoo 
warn against this excessive and confisca- 
tory regulation. Under the old conditions 
a transcontinental railroad was regulated 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and by the railroad commission of every 
State through which it passed. This du- 
plication of regulation made economical

impossible; and the public suffered, for the 
rates which the railways charge for serv- 
ice must be fixed in relation to the cost of 
operation. 

If the transportation lines are to be per- 
mitted to rendey the greatest service to 
the public, State regulation of interstate 
lines must be abolished.
